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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 10-12, 14, 15, and 17-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
examiner is unaware of any prior art which suggests a wafer probe card structure 
which utilizes flexible or bendable leads which are bent in a plane parallel to the 
wafer probe card surface upon which the leads are mounted. The examiner is 
also unaware of any prior art which suggests a microelectronic element with 
flexible leads with a pad end and a tip end, a strip shape and flat surfaces which 
are positioned on a supporting body such that the surface of the tip end is 
spaced apart from the supporting body at a greater distance than the surface of 
the pad end while an encapsulant fills the space between the leads and the 
supporting body.
